The Harrington Lead Mines of Missouri. 

The Harrington lead mines are located on a 
*u«fcr-lo*f moimuin, one mile rrom Ihe M*rram»ck 
river, which empties into ihe SUssissippl below 8t. 
Louis, Mo. There are five levels or straUs of lcs.1 ore 
ronrlng through the bllJ, hot, owing to inisrasnsgoTueut 
on the part of the men holding olmms lo the tract, as 
Well IS a want of sufflclent capital, only one of them is 
now being workt^d. 

Our first sketch represenu the method of striking 
the level by sinking a shaft. As soon ai the vein is 
filrufk. the miners measure the distance from the sur- 
face, by which they are enabled to lietcnnlno a i>oiut of 
the hillgiilc most suiuhle for Iheir exoavat.oiis. A# 
lead ores are generally rcc-lved from the mine-, they 
require considerable Irealment before being in a iifoiw 
condition for the furnace. The earthy mailers adher- 
ing lo them may be washed away by exposing the ores 
to a current of water; but before the intermixed 
gtngues and foreign ores can be separated, the lumpe 
must be ntliiccil to small fragments, and the fine 
luatcnalB subjected lo a systematic dreesing.

BASTILE AS'ECDOTES. ■ 

I T was Charles V. who ordered the 8ASTftx> 
to be conftrufted. Hugh Aubriot. Provpft of ■ 
Fans, laid the firJl ftone of this building the zad

“ THE trade irt ihis commodity is iinmenfc 
The Chinefe atone, whufc lands do not produce 
enough for their own confumption, purchafe an- 
nually from Cochin-china above forty thoufand 
barrels, weighing about two thoufand pounds 
per barrel. ^ 

“This couniryit’fhould be obferved, which pro- 
duces this commodity in fuch abundance, and at 
fiich a low rate, being a new kingdom, ought to 
be confidered, in fome meafure, as a colony : ii 
is worthy obfervation too, that the fu^ar-rane is 
there cultivated by freemen , and all the procef if pre- 
paration and refning, the uoik of free hands. Coro 
pare then the price of the Cochin-china produc- 
tion with the fame commodity which is cultivat- 
ed and prepared by the wretched Jlauet of our Eu 
ropean colonies^ and judge if, 10 procure Sugar 
from our colonies, it was ncccffary to authorife 
by law the Jlavery of ihe unhappy Africans tranf- 
ported to America. 

“ From what I have obferveft at Cochin-china, 
I cannot entertain a doubt, but that our Weft-In- 
dia colonies, had they been diftnbuted without 
refervaiion amongft a free people, would have 
proJuced double the quantity that is now pro- 
cured from the labour of the unforrungte negroes. 
What advantage ihfn hath accrued to Europe,

with the confidence which be- 
longs to couticiiou, founded on 
evidence, that the road would 
be made, immediately, if aided 
by the Federal goverumenl 
eventually, by the progress of 
events and the force of public 
opinion, even without that aid. 

The time has come for the fulfil- 
rneni of that confident predic- 
tiou. Evculs hate advanced 
tK'jond my foresight.'' 

The Americau people have, 
nnaiiimously, we bvlieve, ar- 
rived ai the same cutlclu^ioll 
with Col. CeuUtu, that the lime 
has come for buildiug this read. 

The Cougress. at its last session 
bO far respouded to the demands 
of Public opuiiou, as to up- 
prupriatu clioU.UUO for the c:.- 
aminatiou of the roui>'. and that 
part ul the work has alieady 
lommcucvd. Several rttal 
routes are each cUiming the 
preference ; but the vi^i amount 
of iufoiiJiation which bu> be>-n 
collected utnl publirhed by Col. 

Benton, tugeiln-r with the ac- 
tual e.\aQiUiaiion.> iii.fb- uy Col. 

Fremont, on bis ^exelul expedi- 
tions, lea\e seaicely aii^ room 
to doubt that what is called the 
central route is the true oue. 

This pursues, in nearly a straight 
line, the thirty-iiiulh parallel oi 
latitude from Su Louis to Sau 
Francisco, possibly diverging 
two or tbreedegrees to the south 

on passing the Sierra Nevada, although this is not confudered 
absolutely necessary. Colouel Fremont has demouslrated, by 
actual observation, that the dithcuUy of passing the Bocky 
MounUtus is not by any means so great os has been usually 
supposed; and. In fact, that a railway may be built through 
them with great faclliiy and ease, as they are not a continuous 
range as they appear at a distance, but are detached from each 
other, with opeu valleys betweeu them. The udvaniagea of this 
route are, that it is ibiuugb a rcmaikubly healthy regtou — that 
there are upon it abimdaut muierials tor making and preserving 


the road - that mosl of il ia through a fertile country — that il u 
direct and nearly in a straight line through our own territory — 
that it is central to such territory, as a great national road 
should be — and that it avoids the crossing of any large rivers. 
Many difficulties are urged again-sttheroutesuggested. Among 
others, that of the depth of sno'v which would be encountered ou 
this route, and, to avoid which, a more southern line is advo- 
cated, running along the Gila river, and going into California, 
near San Diego, then northward to San Francisco. It is urged 
that ibU southern route would be in to much warmer latitudea

that the immense drifta encountered larther northward would 
be almost entirely avoided. It correct, it is a weighty conside- 
ration. 

’ Bat it is too early as yet to enter upon a dtscussicn of the 
particular route. We trust the proposed routes will all be 
fairly aud thoroughly examined eo as to be tepci itd upon at 
the next session of Congress, and their respective. advantages 
folly developed. There will be powci fnl iiitercsla, undoubtedly, 
urging this or that one, from >elfish inoUves ; but it is a matter 
in which the whole country U iuierested, and the people will 


not tolerate any MClionul or s<-lli.-h views in regard to il. So 
aUo with reference to the mode and means of cuustructiug the 
road il will alVord to jobbers and speculators, if they can get 
hold ofit. a prize too splendid to be neglected; but all such 
must and will be ordered by the people to stand back. The 
work is to be a grand and magnificent national enterprise, and 
must be undertaken and tarried on in a patriotic and national 
spirit. It will do more for the solid glory of the country and 
for the happiness and prosperity of the people than a hundred 
wars and the conquest of the world. Indeed, it will be the 
conquest of the world, and all 
the more glorious from being 
bloodless. It will lay Europe 
and Asia under tribute to Ame- 
rica. Such a work most never 
be committed to any company of 
speculators and adventorera. 
The organization of the enter- 
prize should so include oar go- 
vernment. as its largest stock- 
holder. thnt the whole people of 
the United .States, through their 
representatives in Congro-e 
may exercise a controlling In- 
fluence in its management. Na- 
tional aRsihianco must be grant- 
ed. or it Cannot be bnill. but 
private interests belngalfounil 
eil, will secure the moet judici- 
ous e.tpendilure and the beat 
management. 

When the road shall be com- 
l.l^^ted— nay. when it shall be 
fairly coiiinienced, who can im 
agiiiu the full extent of the re- 
sulf.-i which will flow from it" 
A mighty urniv of settlers will

g out its infiueuces. sub- 
duing and making glad the now 
desolate region-s ou the richt 
hand aud on the left ; and when 
it shall be put into full opera 
lion, the commerce, not only of 
America, but of Europe ami 
A-^ia. will 1>- carried upon it 
111 ilie letter before referred 
t’oloiiel Benton truly says : “ It 
is a work for puslerity and for 
three continents ; and wethould 
elevate ourselves to the gran- 
deur of the occasion.'" And in 
it recent speech, delivered u( 
ICaD?-as, on the occasion of the 
oettiiig out of the e.xploring 
oarty which is to examine the 
central route, he pronouuc ; it 
the greatest work which tiie 
world has seen since the road of 
the Romans, of the Incas of 
Peru, or the almost fabulous oue of the Queen Semiramis ; and be 
conejudes his speech by eaying, in his comprehensive and cha- 
racteristic style : “ You stand on the brink of a mighty enter- 
prise, and every one should thank God that he lives iu an age, 
aud iu a country, and uudera form of government which en- 
ables him to acta pan in the great undertakiug which is to 
unite two oceans and three continents, confoUdate our Union, 
and make America the thorougblaru of Europe and Asia.” 

We hope that the gullaui old muu may live to accompany the 
first train of cars from St. Louis to San Fnuicisco.
